HIS PLANE IN FLAMES, LIEUT. 


KENNETH A. REID DROPS 3,500 


FEET AND LIVES TO TELL OF IT 


How Lieutenant Kenneth A. Reid, 


flight commander of the 280ti Aero 
Squadron, 
stationed 
at 
Brindley 


Field, Commack, Long Island, mirac- 
ulously escaped death last Saturday 
morning when his plane caught flre 
while he was looping at a height ot 
3,500 feet in the air, and how he 
piloted tbe machine to earth, he and 
his mechanician escaping with minor 
burns. Is to.ld in a. letter received by 
his mother, Mrs. J, M. Eeid of West 
Peach street, Connellsville. For 
a 


time the two occupants of the plane 
•were surrounded by a ball of fire. 
T7>c accident is an unusual one. Only 
IE very rare cases do the occupants 
of a plane catching fire in the air 
escape with their lives. 


lieutenant Reid was removed to a 


base hospital. 
A telegram received 


by his mother yesterday stated that 
fit is getting aloug nicely. 


The young commander wrote to 


his mother of the 
accident as fol- 


lows: 


"Just a tiny note to let you know 


that your son has1 been through a 
worse ordeal than a battle at the 
front, and came cut unhurt with fly- 
iup colors and many compliments. 


"This morning in tes'.'.ns ships, I 


looped one at 3,500. feet. Wnile on its 
back I got a shower of gasoline in 
mv face and immediately the whole 
burst into flames. It was a thrilling 
moment, but from on my back I put 


"I wwnt taking any' chances of 


flre, so kept on slipping, leveled off, 
zoomed a telephone lino and ran it 
beautifully Into a cornfield, between 
the shocks. 
The right side of the 


piano looked like a skeleton, because 
most of the fabric was burned 
off. 


Otherwise it was aU right." 


"The mechanic in the front seat 


was badly burned, but not sertonEiy. 
He will "be in a base 
hospital 
tor 


about two weeks. After it was all 
over and I had sent him off in tie 
ambulance, . .1 discovered that 
the 


right side of my face and neck and 
right wrist were somewhat burned, 
so they took me to Uie base hospital, 
too, 
where miy burns were dressed, 


My new goggles and 
helmet 
pro- 


tected roost of my face admirably, 
bur I am a funny sight nevertheless. 
It is nothing serious at all, so moth- 
er don't worry. I will be back on. 
the job again in a few days as .soon 
as my bums heal. 


"Now to get down to tbe incident. 


It was a most miraculous escape, for 
most all cases of fire in the air are 
fatal, and to land perfectly in the bar- 


gain, with, one wing entirely gone, 
aroused every one's admiration. Hott- 
er, I was not the least bit panicky 
wtten the flames burst in 
great 


round, bali ail around me. I just slip- 
ped immediately and never had any 
other thought than that I should get 
down, quickly and safely. AU of this 
nappened in plain sight of the air 
drome, so the amtmlanc* and most ot 
the field were soon, there, and they 
were all incredulous to see us alive. 
I eertataly am thankful to God, who 


ewe of me, for there are few 


men living who can tell about fire in 
tb.e air. I: is one thing I have always 
been afraid of. When it came I never 
acted more coolly, quickly and natur- 
ally in all my life. My burns are only 
first and second degree. You would 
laugh to see me all dressed up like a 
mummy. It was a wonderful exper- 
ience, mother, and now that it is all 
over I don't regret it. It shows what 
can. be done with things considered 
impossible. 


"I feel like a million dollars, except 


for a few little burns. Instead of be- 
ing depressed from suffering from the 
shock, I am elated over my success- 
jful. ex]>erience. 1 feel like the United 
; States sergeant must have felt when 
[be dragged in twelve German prison- 
ers single-handed. Doa't worry a bit.

standing the comfort to be derived 
from tlie fact that as a luel producer 
the region did more than hold its 
own. 


There was a combination of cir- 


cumstances operating to prevent the 
region making a gain in coke output 
as compared with the previous week. 
iTbere was a more.-pronounced and 
"more general shortage of yard labor 
than has prevailed for 
some 
time 


past; there were nu-meroas and often 
very serious interruptions in car ser- 
vice and deficiencies in supply, ano 
lastly there 
breaks 
in 
the elec- 


tric power service of a number oE 
important operations dependent upon 
Uie West Penn Power conrpany which 
curtailed 
production 
accordingly-. 


Any one ot these factors alone would 
fl*ve more or less retarded opera- 
tion, hence when they were grouped 
together, or followed each other with 
a certain sequence, the result finds 
reflection in the statistics for 
the 


week.

not afiocted by the adverse circum- 
stances against which

forces "had to contend. True to the 
habit the mines seem to have formed 
coal output gains

output loses. Last week th« ton-

Reducing lie 335,195 tons of 


ccke to its coal equivalent the ag- 
gregate output of .the mines is found 
to have be«n 747,928 tons, hence the 
Fuel Administration has no very ser- 
ious corapiaint to make of the re- 
gion's record, save that

Jt Is estimated that during the week
